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Continuation of 1 1 : Applicant repeats arguments previously presented in remarks filed September 1 , 2006 that were not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that it would not have been obvious to combine the prior art of record, Roth and Kiely. As previously stated in the final 
office action dated November 14, 2006, Roth and Kiely both relate methods for provding internet advertising to consumers. The examiner 
disagrees with applicant's contention that paragraph 4 of Kiely does not provide sufficient motivation for combining the references. As 
admitted by the applicant, paragraph 4 of Kiely points out shortcomings of current art which the invention of Kiely overcomes. Kiely then 
goes on to disclose how and why these shortcomings are solved in order to provide a direct means for marketings goods and services 
through upselling opportunities. 

Applicant further argues that Kiely does not disclose issuing an alert that a sales transaction is in progress. Paragraph 33 of applicant's 
specification defines the alert as an electronic message or other means well known in the art sent to a potential vendor to notify them of 
potential advertising opportunities. The examiner submits that this alert is disclosed by paragraph 10 of Kiely teaching, "means for 
transmitting the captured upsell oportunities (advertising for a more expensive good) to at least one selected upsell server during the 
execution of said transaction." The examiner agrees with the applicant that paragraph 10 and claim 22 are substantial duplicates of each 
other but does see any reason why this prevents Kiely from disclosing aspects of the instant appication. As previously noted, the bidding 
aspect is taught by Roth. Furthermore, paragraph 41 of Kiely is relied upon to define upsell offers as advertisements and not to limit the 
teachings of Kiely to include only one third party, Kiely teaches distributing offers to multiple third parties as noted in the final action. 
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
